A TOWN HEALTHFUL 
HOREWOOD, Wis. a suburb of 
iB Milwaukee, is so small that no gen- 
eral practitioner of medicine lives 
in the place. It is a home town 
‘for. many people, including many phy- 
siclans who work in Milwaukee. The 
| town had its usual share of epidemics. 
‘One citizen, a teacher, kicked so much 
| about theee unnecessary epidemics that 
the authorities concluded they would 
| silence him by kicking him into the posi- 
tion of health officer. He accepted the 
‘job and turned around and pretty much 
kicked contagion out of Shorewood. 


. 


Did he spend money on expensive non- 
essentials? Not at all. He got the 
i preachers, teachers, doctors, and other 
good people together. They organized a 
hélpful voluntary health department and 
they went to work. The preacher talked 
about it in the churches, the teachers in 
the schools, and the women in the club, 


| and, presto! chango! the work was going. 


From Sept. 1, 1917, to Aug. 31, 1918, 
219 cases of contagion appeared among 
the Shorewood children. The presence 
of measles caused the kindergarten to 
close. The members of the village board, 
the school board, the clergymen, teachers, 
nurses, and physicians met with the 
health board; They put out a neatly 
printed folder entitled “‘ Shall Epidemics 
Continue in Our Village?” Every parent 
got one. 

The central thought of this circular was 
the question, ‘‘ Shall I keep my child at 
home when it has only a common cold 
or an ordinary sore throat?’ and the an- 
awer, “ Why, of course. That cold may 
be measles or whooping cough; a sore 
throat may be diphtheria or scarlet 
fever. 

There was a general agreement that 
children with celds would be kept at 
home. If a child with a cold or sore 
throat appeared at school the principal 
sent him home at once with a courteous 
note to the parents. Isolation first and 
diagnoses afterward. “The house was pla- 
carded with a sign reading, “ Whooping 
cough suspected,” “Measles suspetted,” or 
“ Influenza suspected,” as the case might 
be. AS promptly as possible the school 
nurse, school physician, or family phy- 
sician got around. When it was possible 
to. make a diagnosis the sign was changed 
or taken down. The essential point is that 
every child with a cold was isolated at 
once. 

Between Sept. 1, 1918, and Aug. 31, 
1919, they only had twenty-three cases 
of contagion, not counting influenza. 
Counting influenga there were 126. I do 
not know of any other community that 
went through the influenza year so well. 


Then they called another meeting and 
began to brag some, as they had a right 
to do.

Robert Hichens is the author. He is 
not now writing a story of infatuated 
and tormented lovers as in the unfor- 
gettable “Garden of Allah.” His 
theme is as vital, and at this time 
more absorbing. It is the story of a 
mother’s love for her son—that love 
which endeavors to ‘low the son 
beyond the grave and to wrest from 

some word of remembrance and 
recognition, even as Sir Oliver Lodge 
and many another has ee to 
do. 


Mrs. Marsden, the wihige, is a beau- 
tiful woman of middle age, popular 
in fashionable London society, a widow 
and the mother of one son, as gay, 


- gs thoughtless, and as straight. dealing 


as herself. The war comes. The son 
is slain. The mother confronts de- 

epair. The church means nothing to 
her; the society of friends is no more 
than the chittering of sparrows on the 
curb. And in the vacuum imposed by 
terrific circumstance, she turns, al- 

most with disdain, to the seance in 
which a medium brings to her ears 
the voice of her son, and to her eyes 
something that might stand for a ma- 

terialization of his face. For a time 
she lives almost in ecstasy. 

‘Then comes disillusionment. The 
medium loses his son at the front, and 
in the naked hour of his grief he 
confesses that his “ revelations” have 
been a fraud. I know of no more 
soul stirring scene in modern fiction 
than that in which the medium makes 
his confession to the woman he has 
deceived. The two stricken parents 
stand face to face with silence—the 
silence of the dead. 

How Mrs. Marsden found = way 
into that palace of crystal light where 
the true philosophers have been privi- 
leged to stand from the beginning of 
time, and how she went to her own 
death, glad of “the sword of pain” 
that made her realize God, is a story 
to be told in Mr. Hichens’ incompara- 
ble manner. “Who knows if life be 
not death and death be not life?” once 
asked Euripides. Mrs. Marsden hav- 
ing learned the meaning of that in- 
quiry died as Lydia in Shaw’s “ Andro- 
cles and the Lion” meant to die. The 
novel is profoundly moving, and seems 
likely to arouse much discussion at 
this time, running counter to popular 
opinion as it undeniably does. It is 
fiction, but the voice of authority is in 
it, and the adherents of Sir Oliver 
Lodge or Sir Conan Doyle, and others 
who aver that they receive communi- 
cations from the dead, will find in it

THE SYMPHONY 


Rubin Goldmark’s “Requiem ” had | 
its first hearing in Chicago yesterday 
afternoon at the Chicago Symphony 
| Orchestra's reguiar concert. It is a 
composition completed some four years 
ago, but which had its initial presenta- 
tion last January in New York. 

It is a work large in scope and im- 
pressed yesterday as one of beauty, 
conceived and carried out along lines 
that lend it power and unmistakable 
effectiveness. It possibly could be 
shortened slightly, but its length is 
its'one weakness if weakness it pos- 
sesses. Its length and its title. Listen- 
ing to it yesterday, splendidly given as 
it was by Mr. Stock and his men, one 
felt that Reqyiem does not describe it 
accurately. it is triumphantly patri- 
otic, it is optimistic, it is songful, and 
it voices little that first thought con- 
nects with the word Requiem.

Republican women of Miinois will 
have at least one of the “Big Bight” 
delegates to the Republican national 
convention and the Democratic women 
will have at least one and may be

. Chairman Frank L. Smith of the Re- 
publican state committee, taking the 
initiative for the Republicans, is out in 
a statement that urges selection of a 
woman delegate by the Republican 
state convention next May and sug- 
gests that in the congressional dis- 
tricts, where delegates are elected di- 
rectly, it is entirely within the province 
of the male Republicans to elect a 
woman district delegate, if they so 
choose. 
Brundage States Law. 

Chairman Smith's statement followed 
the receipt of a formal opinion from 
Attorney General Brundage that held 
that women may be elected delegates 
under the 1919 primary law. Mr. 
Brundage rules that women_ cannot 
vote for district delegates, because of 
the failure of the women's suffrage act 
of 1913 to specify convention delegates 
as offices for which women may vote. 

“INinois should have one woman at 
from voting for national convention 
delegates on April 13, although they’ 
may be elected as such, and they have 
the unquestioned right to vote for presi- 
dential electors next November. 

Chanee for Full Suffrage. | 

The only condition that can change 
this will come through ratification of 
the woman suffrage amendment to the 
federal constitution. If this is ratified 
by three-fourths of the states before 
April 13, women will participate in 
the spring primaries on a full and 
equal basis with the men. 

“Tlinois should have one woman at 
least on the delegation at large," was 
State Chairman Smith's statement. 
“That will be one of the privileges and 
duties of the Republican state conven- 
tion that elects the eight at large.” 

The Democrats are al! set to choose 
Mrs. George Bassa as one of the Lilinois 
contingent, in deference to her nncition 
as head of the national organization of 
Demecratic women.

“By the committee’s action the 
health department is left in a situation 
where it will be impossible to continue 
the operation of the contagious dis- 
ease hospital after Dec. 5 or 6, as $7,000 
of the $34,825 which was requested was 
to be used to pay the hospital em- 
ployés.
